The following tables were compiled from data furnished by the 
city health officers. They include all cities in the United States of 
100,000 population or over, although one city furnished mortality 
data only. 

The populations given and which were used in computing the rates 
were estimated as of July 1, 1919, from the preliminary reports of 
the census of January 1, 1920, and the reports of the census of April 
15, 1910. The figures given probably differ somewhat from estimates 
which will be made later, which will be based on the final reports of 
the 1920 census and will take into consideration changes in area of 
the cities between 1910 and 1920, data for which are not now avail- 
able. The differences, however, will probably not be such as to 
seriously affect the rates given in the tables. 

Averages of the total cases reported annually during the years 
1914-1918 were made for cerebrospinal meningitis, diphtheria, 
measles, scarlet fever, smallpox, and typhoid fever by adding the 
numbers of cases and dividing the sum by the number of years for 
which data are available. For pellagra the data were available only 
for the years 1915 to 1918, inclusive. In compiling the data relative 

i It will be noted that some of the cities are apparently much more successful in obtaining reports of the 
notifiable diseases than are others. This may be due to the greater activity of their health departments or 
to a greater interest in the public welfare on the part of their practicing physicians. That the health 
departments of certain cities are securing fairly complete information of the prevalence of preventable 
diseases is indicated in a number of instances by the large numbers of cases reported as compared with the 
numbers of deaths registered from the same causes. 
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to poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis) the year 1916 was excluded, as 
during that year a severe epidemic of this disease occurred in many 
of the cities, and in order to give a five-year average the year 1913 
was included for those cities for which the reports were available. 

For all diseases except anthrax and rabies there is given either the 
fatality rate per 100 cases or the number of cases reported for each 
death. 

In comparing the figures for 1919 with the averages for preceding 
years, it should be borne in mind that thero has been a gradual im- 
provement in the reporting of communicable diseases during the 
last few years. An increase in the number of cases reported may be 
due to better reporting of the particular disease rather than to an 
increase in the number of cases existing. 

In studying these tables it should be kept in mind that a relatively 
large number of reported cases of a communicable disease as indi- 
cated by a high case rate (and more especially when accompanied by 
a relatively small number of deaths, as indicated by a low fatality 
rate) usually means that the health department of that city is active 
and that the cases of the disease are being well reported by the prac- 
ticing plvysicians. It docs not usually mean that the disease is more 
prevalent in that city than in other cities. A high fatality rate may 
mean that the disease was unusually virulent in a city, that the 
physicians did not treat the disease in that city with the success usual 
elsewhere, or that the practicing physicians did not report all of their 
cases to the health department. On the other hand, an unusually 
low fatality rate may be due to the fact that the disease in the city 
was unusually mild, that the physicians treated it with unusual 
success, that the practicing physicians reported their cases satis- 
factorily, or that the registration of deaths was incomplete, or the 
assignment of the causes of death inaccurate. 

Cities in which no cases of a certain disease were reported are not 
included in the table for that disease.
